When  Thomas  Dixon  arrived  in  Illinois  in  1835,  he  had  $5.00 
left.  It  v/ as  several  years  before  he  was  able  to  afford  a  team  of 
oxen,  and  he  had  to  carry  grain  on  his  back  to  the  mill  to  have  it 
ground.  It  was  his  opinion  that  the  Illinois  prairies  would  never 
be  inhabited.  In  1848  the  log  cabin  was  replaced  by  a  house  built 
with  lumber  hauled  v/ith  ox  teams  from  Chicago,  and  for  years  wa3 
known  as  "The  Big  White  House".  It  was  torn  down  in  1916.

HISTORICAL  NOTES 
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OHIO 

DANIEL  NORTHUP 


( IAG  book  081d : ) 

1788  Marietta,  Washington  County,  Ohio  settled  Apr.  7th,  and 
was  the  first  lawful  settlement  in  Ohio.  It  was  then  a 
part  of  Virginia  (Illinois  County).  One  of  the  first  men 
to  pass  the  site  of  Marietta  was  George  Washington  who 
made  a  trip  down  the  Ohio  in  1770.  He  wrote  that  if  he 
were  a  young  man  there  was  no  place  on  earth  he  would  ra¬ 
ther  settle  than  at  Marietta.  A  war  with  the  Indians 
lasted  from  1790  to  1795. 

Hampton  S.  Dixon  was  born  at  Marietta  (Chart  2) 

Gallipolis  by  Works  Project  Administration  for  Ohio  (Lib. Book 
Printed  by  Downtain  Printing  Co .Gallipolis  Ohio  1940.  082S1) 

1790  Gallipolis  founded  Oct.  17th  by  500  French  settlers.  It 

was  the  third  settlement  in  the  state.  The  name  Gallipol¬ 
is  means  "The  City  of  the  Gauls". 

1795  Mad  Anthony  Wayne  routed  the  Indians. 

#1796  Daniel  Northup  moved  to  Gallia  County  Ohio,  or  about  this 
time.  Since  his  son  Hampton  was  captured  by  the  Indians 
when  he  was  about  13  years  old,  they  were  living  there  a- 
bout  1796. 

#1804  Hampton  released  by  the  Indians. 

1806  An  English  traveler,  Thomas  ashe ,  wrote :  "The  place  is 
returning  to  the  gloom  of  the  primative  woods".  Most  of 
the  French  settlers  had  died  or  left, 

1811  The  town  had  begun  to  pick  up,  and  had  a  population  of  300. 

1819  Meigs  County  was  separated  from  Gallia  County. 

1821  The  Methodist  church  was  built-  the  first  church  edifice 
in  town,  altho  union  services  were  held  previously,  in  a 
school  building.  Farming  and  boat  building  were  two  of 
the  chief  occupations.  Thomas  Dixon  was  a  boat  builder, 
by  trade. 

#1835  Thomas  Dixon  and  his  family  moved  to  Tonica,  Ill.  travel¬ 
ing  by  boat.  Jane  Dixon  was  born  on  the  boat 
(Dixon  Chart  2 )
